The Richmond and West Point Terminal 


Company War Ended, 


The struggle for the control of the Richmond 
and West Point Terminal company aud the re- 
markabie advance in the price of iis shares have 
atiracted so much attention to it and caused so 
many confiicting rumors that Messrs, Lockman & 
Crassman, of New York, have been led to prepare 
& history of the concern for general distribution. 

By this history it appears that the controllers of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad compauy, be- 
ing restricted by the latter's charter, incorporated 
the terminal company in 1880 for the purpose of 
buying, leasing and operating railroads. The 
Richmond and Danville owned one-half of the 
terminal stock, and thus controlled the roads ac.

The General Council Convenes in Called Session jand 
Hearse the Reports of the Two Oommittees 
on the Proposition to Filter the Water- 
works Water—Reports Favorable,

The board of water commissioners yesterday 
clesed a contract with the Nowark Altering 
company for it. 

The general council convened in called ses- 
sion in the morning to consider the proposition 
of the Newark company, and the meeting was

the meeting to order, saying: 

‘Gentlemen, this meeting has been called for 
the purpose of hearing the report of the fi- 
nance committee and the water works com- 
mittee upon the proposition to filter the water 
worke water, which was referred to them at 
the last meeting. Iseethe committess pres- 
ent; are they ready to report?” 

THE REPORT SUBMITTED. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, chairman of the water- 
works committee, stated that the two commit- 
tees had given the proposition a careful stady, 
and that they were ready to submit a favora- 
ble report, avd that the city attorney, Hon. 
Jobn B. Goodwin, was present with a contract 
the commiitees were willing for the board of 
water commissioners to cater into with the 
Newark Filtering company. 

Mr. Gocdwin read the contract by which the 
cempany bound itself to put in a fiitering 
plant and to guarantee its work for flve years 
in consideration of the payment of $54,875. 

Mr. Goldsmith, clerk, then read the plan; 
and specifications submitted by the company. 

Mayor Hillyer stated that he had jast re- 
ceived a paper from the board of health, touch. 
ing the question, and handing it to the clork 
requested him to read it, Mr, Goldsmith read 
the paper, which wasas follows: 

THE WATER ANALYZED. 

To the Hon. Mayor and General Council: Gen 
tlemen—At the request of his honor the mayor 
the board of health respectfully submitthe follow 
ing report touching the question of filtering our 
water. 

Analyses of specimens of water taken from the 
Chattahcochee river, one mile abovethe bridge of 
the Western and Atlanta railroad; from Nancy’s 
creek, a few huudred yards above its junction with 
Peachtree creek; from the city reservoir and from 
itstwotributary streams, namely, Todd’s branch 
and Hardeh’s branch, above their conflueacé, 


difference in the organic o1 mineral constituents 


shown, and demonstrate the fact that our present 
water supply is not. under ordinary conditions, 
jujuriousiy affected by local surroundings. 

fithonut wearying your yee by quoting 
these analyses in detail, it will suffice to say that 
the organic impurities in these waters is repre- 
sented by 010 parts of albuminoid ammonia per 
million parts. This degree of organic impregna- 
tion is comsidered sale in water for drinkiug and 
for geucral domestic use, thoagh it is just withia 
the limits of safety—leaving no margin for acci- 
cents or occasional increase. 

A water yielding from 0 02 to 0.05 parts of albu- 
minoid ammonia. the measure of the organic coa- 
tents, whether animal or vegetabie—is considered 
a very pure water. Above 0.10 the water becomes 
suepicious, and aboye 015 itshould be absolutely 
condemned. 

It is important to observe that all of the analyses 
above reierred to have 
two weeks, after atwo months drouth. An analy- 
sis of the city water made last February,after heavy 
rains, showed 015 parts of albuminoid ammonia 
per one million parts, 

Effective filteration will reduce the amount of 
organic matter in water, and tne analyses in or 
possession show that the albuminoid amm,snia in 
cur city water may thus be cut down from 010 
parts per million to 0,02 parts n°7" million, which 
renders it aremarkably purg water. |

For several, years;past this board has urged up2n 
your Louorab.e body the importance of c mstruct- 
ing a dam for the purpose of diverting storm water 
from the reseryolr, as may be seen by referene3to 
our aunuval reports. The necessity forthis precau- 
tionary measure has becyme impezrative. Filcra- 
tion cannot be relied upon to remove the germ? of 
diseasesthat may be propagated by the use of ia- 
fecttd d:inking water. 

Ifall storm water should be diverted from the 
reservoir, the risk of spreading disease by this 
meaus, eS the Water shed becomes more aud more 
densely populated, ie reduced tothe minimum, 
and, if occasion should require, such, for instance 
a* au outbreak oi typhoid fever or of cholerauvnon 
the water shed, the waterfrom the West Ead 
branch couldthen be shutoff entirely uatil the 
danger should be past. 

If our water supply should become seriously 
con ated, what would be the result? and 
where and when would we find a remedy? 

The protection of the water in the reservoir from 
ordinary surface filth is, moreoyer,a very impor- 
tant consideration. Forthe constant accumulation 
of filth,even insmall quantities day after day, 
will, in the course of a comparatively short time, 
exert avery damsginginfluence upon the stored 
water by settling tothebottom of the pond and 
undergoing their purefactive changes. 

Apart from the danger associated with any sp2. 
cific poisons that may be conveyed in the water, 
our analyses show @ greatand alarming increase 
in tbe amount of organic matter that 
is present after heavy rain storms—an increase as 
before stated from 0.10 parts of albuminoid am- 
monia to 0 15 parts per million. If thissurcharged 
water can be kept out of the pond, and the supply 
of water can be obtained fromthe regular flow of 
the branches only, we shall have, forthe present, 
a fair drinking water. If, in addition to this, efii- 
cient filtration is adopted, we shall thea have a 
water of exceptional excellence and purity—equal 
in al] essential respects, to the best deep spring 
waters. 

Tunis board takes this occasion, therefore, to 
urge your favorable Consideration of the recom- 
mendations heretofore offered, and to express its

“A canal which will effectually cut off from 
the reservoir allsurface washing from the 
Tedd branch, which drains that part of the 
water shed near the city, and where only any 
material nuisance at present exists.” 

Will that not diminish the water supply?” 

“‘No, for the greater part of the supply comes 
from Hardin's branch or croek, and that will 
be ample for most of tho year. . Bal 
it is hardly worth while to go on 
with the details as to the mannor 
in which the flow of water from Todd’s branch 
is to be controlled or cut off, but I will say that 
it will be done in a satisfactory and successfal 
manner. It will be seen, too, by reference to 
the very excellent report of the board of health 
submitted to the general council just awhile 
ago that they concur with mein thinking that 
the storm dsm should be constructed, even 
though the filters are found to work in the 
most satisfactory manner. Entertaining these 
views, I introduced a resolution in the council 
directing that the work of making the storm 
dam be proceeded with at once, which the 
council promptly adopted.
